The  groats  used  shall  be  sound,  properly  hulled,  cleaned,  dried  and  processed  with- 
out added  flavoring,  to  produce  an  article  which  Taa,j  be  quickly  cooked.     The  oat 
cereal  shall  contain  not  more  than  2,3  percent  crude  fiber  on  a  moisture-free  basis 
and  not  more  than  11,5  percent  moisture.     The  oat  cereal  shall  have  an  excellent 
flavor  and  a  bright  uniform  creamy  color,  shall  be  free  from  rancid,  musty,  bitter 
or  other  undesirable  tastes  or  odors,  and  shall  be  properly  free  from  powdered  or 
granulated  stock, 

TJhen  properly  boiled  for  table  use  the  product  will  not  be  excessively  sticky  or 
pasty  and  will  possess  an  excellent  flavor,  characteristic   of  good  quality  oats, 
freshly  foiled.
